Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendments of 1 August 2008 and 28 
November 2008. 

2. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1-8, 15 and 58-60 are pending in the application. 

The 1 03 rejection of claims 5-8 and 58 is withdrawn in view of the perfection of the 
foreign priority claim. 

This application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/10387 07/22/2004. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-8, 15 and 58-60 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious a 
compound of the general formula I, the process of making and recovering the same as 
claimed by applicants. 

The closest prior art is Ooi et al., {Direct asymmetric aldol reactions of glycine 
Schiff base with aldehydes catalyzed by chiral quaternary ammonium salts; 
Angewandte Chemie, International Edition (2002), 41(23), 4542-4544}. However, Ooi et 
al. compound of formula 2 differs from the instantly claimed compound in that Ooi et al. 
teach a compound wherein the naphthalene ring is halo-aryl substituted while 
Applicants claim a compound wherein the substituent on the naphthalene ring is silane 
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group or perfluoro group.

These are two different compounds and they are expected to possess different 
chemical and physical properties. The difference is not readily apparent and would not 
have been suggested to one of ordinary skill. Therefore, the instant claims are not 
anticipated nor rendered obvious by Ooi et al. 

Claims 1-8, 15 and 58-60 are allowed.
